Linnton, Oregon, July 1844. 

Iam in our new towm which we have 
famed as above, in respect for Dr. Linn’s 
services for this Territory. Gen. M. M. 
arverand mveself have iaid out the 
town tog. ther. He is a gentlemen from 
owa Territory, and laid off Burlington. 
the seatof Government. He is an enter. 
rising man. Our place is 10 miles from 
#ncouver, on the West bank of the 
Wallamette river, at the head of. Ship 
avigation, and 3or4 miles above the

I got them 
of Dr. McLaughlin, for 2 lots here in 
Linnton. If was six weeks at Vancouver, 
where mvself and famiiv were most hoss 
pitelly entertained by Dr. McLaughlin, 
free of all charge.

Salmon. At thia point we purchase of 
the Indians, Ducks. Geese. Swans, Sal- 
mon, potatoes, feathers, and venison, for 
little or nothing. Ducks, 4 loads; Geese. 
8 loads: Swans. 10 loads; Si!mon, 4 lords 
of powder and shot each. Feathers cost 
about 12.1-2 cents per Ib. . There are 
more ducks. &c-. here then you ever saw; 
also, Pheasanta, in great numbers. They 
remain allthe winter. I have hunts 
ed very little, being too busy. We find 
it more profitadle to get of the Indians, 
to whom we trade old ¢hirts, pantaloons, 
vests, and all sorts of clothing. They 
are more anxious to purchase clothes 
‘han any people you ever saw. You cin 
cell anything here that ever was _so'd.

plough all winter and all summer if you} 


choose. In fact you.can plough all the 
vear. They actually sow wheat here 
from 15th October, to the 15th May. and 
make as much per acre as in Missouri. 
Irish potatoes grow here finer than any 
where iu the world perhaps. I saw five 
acres of land sown in wheat in May last 
which produced 110 bushels. If vou sow 
late, you put in the more seed. Corn can 
be raised. but nofs0 weilns wheat.

SOWING WINTER. GRAIN,

It is not always easy to tell whether 
early or Inte sowing would be the mos’ 
Everly sown grain the 
best hold agninst the winter, and where 
it is not liable to attacks from insects 
will generaliv yield best. Rut it uns 
fortunvtely happens that the Hessian fly 
(a description of which was given tn our 
‘ast number) is usually more injurious to 
early thin Inte sown grain; because o 


Thisis a 
veided bv late sowing. Bat there ix 
another insect whieh must be looked out 


erbedin our lest. This insect attacked 
Mie late sown winter wheat most, in thi< 
reighhourhood. the present season, so 
that we are something in the predicament 
of the of] navigators, who in enceavoring 
steer c'eir of the Scylly, were swal- 
lowed op in Charybdis.

(C .destractor. ) 
if we sow late it is the reverse: So we 
see that all circumstances moat be taken 
into consideration ia determining the pro 
per time for sowing, and the insect whos 
attacks are most to be apprehended, mus! 
be most guirded agninst. 

Preparation of the grount.—in this 
operation, regard shou'd be had to protect- 
ing the crop from injury during the win- 
ter. This injury takes place in two or 
more ways; first—on land where too 
much waiter is retaine! near the surface 
the roots of the grain are sometimes 
thrown out by the heaving of the soi 
under the action of the frost, and by a’- 
t-rnaie freezing and thawing. the plant 
are left without any hold on the soil, and 
$0 perish.

Prof. Morse. to whom the Electric 
Telegraph owes its powers, is @ very 
remarkable man. He is an artist of 
rare power, and deservedly stands high 
his profession. There is in this city, 
in the possession of Mr. Hulme ono of 
the creations of his pencil. and it is one 
of the most beavutiful things that ever 
came from the casel of a painter. The 
effects of light and shade were never 
more powertully developed. 

Some venrs ago, Mr. Morse visited 
Europe for the purpose of perfectirg him- 
elf in the artof printing, and while in 
Landon enjoyed the instructions of Waeh* 
ington Alston. In passing from the 
studio of Alston, to his borrding house, 
‘Mr. Moree noticed a quantity of blue 
lolny which fell from the walls of a frame 
house, and carried parcels of it to his 
toom until be accumulated quite a res 
pectable mass of it. One day he under 
‘took to model a man from it. in a small 
figure, and when he had completed it, 
Alston begged him to let it alone, and it 
was dried, varnixhed, and placed jn the 
Somerset exhibition room by Alston, asa 
‘dying Hercules. A gentleman in this 
city happened to be at the house of Mr. 
Alston, when a liyeried servant of the 
Duke of Suesex culled to deliver a note 
for Mr. Morse from the Duke, informing 
him that a gold medal had been awarded 
t» him for his Hercules.

we ba submit? We have no right to 
antics that event. In my opinion, if 
they they will be insensible to 
honor and to shame, and equally so, to 
their interests and their danger. But we 
dure cast this reproach upon them 
merely use they do not thiok fit to 
adopt our measures and our time, If we 
hink they are tardy, we must entreat 
them with brotherly zeal to quicken their 
siep. if our measares be not acceptable 
to them. let as modify them or adopt theirs 
if they lead to the sameend- Resistance 
will be a very solemn act. If it be rash- 
ivy attempted and fail, it will rivet our 
chains and bring on us new burdens and 
insults Success in such great eoterpri- 
zes is not usually the result of sudden 
thought or the frait of a singie dav, but 
of wise and sober deliberation and pro- 
tracted acton. 

But shall we put at hazard that Union 
which we so much love and honor. in 
which we purchased a parteership with 
so many sacrifices, and be forced out o' 
by that very people aguinst whom we 
have heretofore defended it? ~=It is in mv 
oy inion, a lamentible truth. that that haz- 
aid must be met. and it is idle and even 
dangerous to hesitate in avowing it as th 
possible resut, however much we may 
deprecate it. ‘There are worse evils thaw 
disunion, and we can hardly doubt tha! 
we have been ‘long suffering under them.
